VOTELESS PEOPLE 


:- There are 550,000 people living 
to-the District of Columbia who 
are clamorously demanding that 
Congress- shall give them the 
Status of- citizens. Under the fed- 
eral constitution residents of that 
district have no :vote, they are not 
permitted to have apart in the 
Section of a president, they sit by 
idly while the rest of the voters of 
fee. United States choose between 
candidates. 


There is pending in Congress an 


amendment to the federal Con- 
stitution that would give them the 
right to vote, give them the privi- 
lege of being represented in the 
touse of representatives and the 
senate, and in fact, give them part 
of the rights of statehood. 
Since 


'the District of Columbia was 


established as the seat of govern- 
ment, Congress has had a commit- 
tee to look after affairs in the dis- 
trict, there has been no local self- 
government, officials being federal 
appointees. 


Thus far Congress has declined 


to approve the amendment 
and 


submit it to the legislatures of the 
various states for approval or dis- 
approval. In order to arouse local 
sentiment to militant action Wash- 
ington observed the election day 
as a day of humiliation. Festoons 
of mourning were hung on and 
about' buildings, ballot boxes were 
put in public places, but 
they 


were Joocked, and large signs dis- 
played announced it was a voteless 
people in the national capital: 


It remains to be seen if that dis- 


play of humiliation will produce 
action in Congress. There is some 
consideration among the members 
for the early-day idea that a large 
number of people, located so close- 
ly to the national capital, should 
be deprived of the voting privilege. 
Actually the pe'ople in Washington 
are not stopped from putting po- 
litical pressure on Congress be- 
cause they are not voters. They 
use other influences when they 
want special legislation and. in 
many instances, they plan wisely 
and secure the tiling wanted. The 
voteless people living in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia appear to be 
•well organized and aroused 
and 


they may be expected to put pres- 
sure on Congress during the pres- 
ent session. Meanwhile their oc- 
casional displays offer a novel 
feature for the people in the 
states.
